c. That NSC was advised that we have a station wagon 
on call vp to 9:00 p.m. to take employees to a location 
where public transportation is available and special trips 
of vehicles are authorized to take employees to available 
public transportation when they work after 9:00 p.m. 


d. Cars to take employees to their hemes can only be 
authorized by the DCI as operational necessity. 


3. This matter is brought to your attention in order that we 
may have policy and guidance In regard to what should be done in 
the fixture when NSC requests cars to take people to their hemes. 
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
